Individual May Eat Plenty of Food and Still Be 


Deficient in Vitamins 


• '<• 
fhi» \s the second in a series of 


11 articles dealing with deficiency 
diseases and their relation to the 
lock of certain vitamins In the body. 


(No. 278) 


I have already pointed out that pro- 


teins, carbohydrates, fats, and minera 
salts are necessary in proper propor- 
tions for suitable growth and repair o 
the human body. 


A lack of a sufficient amount of iron 


' may result in certain forms, of anemia 


A lack of calcium may be revealed in 
disturbances of the bones and teeth. 


„ 
A deficiency in carbohydrates may 


result in wastage of the body tissue be- 
cause the tissues themselves will then 
be utilized to produce energy. It is 
known that a deficiency if iodine will 
sometimes result in simple goiter. 


These conditions, however, differ 


from those caused by lack of vitamins. 
' A person may eat a great deal of food 


of various kinds and still not get en- 
ough of certain vitamins, because they 
are contained in greatest amounts only 
in certain food substances.. 


Although these diseases associated 


with vitamin deficiency have occurred 
for hundreds of years, it Is only re- 
cently that they have come prominent- 
ly ju> medical attention. 


Briefly, a deficiency of vitamin A to 


the diet leads to lowered resistance,: 


to infection in the body generally, but 
especially to an inflammation of the 
eyes called xerophthalmia. 


Since lowered resistance to infection 


may be the result of many different 
factors, it is not wise to endeavor to 
raise resistance to infection by taking 
superabundant amounts of vitamin A. 
There is really no evidence that addi- 
tions of extra vitamin A to a diet 
which already contains an adequate 
amount will actually increase resist- 
ance to infection. 


Vitamin B is today generally under- 


stood to mean vitamin Bl. A lack of 
this vitamin in the diet results even- 
tually in the appearance of the disease 
called beriberi, or a form of multiple 
neuritis. However, it is also believed 
that a relative deficiency of this vita- 
min may be associated with lack of 


ppetite and loss of proper action in 


the digestive tract. 


The second portion of vitamin B is 


now known as E2, but also as vitamin 
G. A lack of this vitamin is associat- 
ed to some extent with the appearance 
of the disease Called pellagara, of 
which more will be said later. 


A lack of vitamin C results in scurvy 


and an associated softening of the 
»nes, decay of the teeth, loss of muscle 
strength and an increased tendency to 
ismorrhoge. 
A lack of vitamin F results in rickets 


with the usual deficiencies of the 
)0nes, destruction of the teeth and 
other symptoms. 


Vitamin E is called the anti-sterility 
•itamin. Each of these will be discuss- 
d in a separate consideration.

Says OVer Use of Horn 


Tends to Confuse and 


Hurry Traffic

Only n few days ago, the newspapers 


carried a story about a man who had 
made a 17,000-mile motor trip without 
once blowing his horn. This driver 
emphasized the point that he handled 
his car in such a way as to obviate the 
need of warning signals at any time. 
And in spite of the fact that all cars 
have horns as stardard equipment to- 
day, 
his example is one which the 


average motorist 
could 
profitably 


study and heed. 


Driving, under the traffic conditions 


which prevail in most places today, is 
a job which requires the undivided at- 
tention of the man or woman at the 
wheel. The modern car is built to re- 
spond quickly to the various controls; 
but the controls themselves still have 
to be operated by human agency; and 


t is just as vital as It ever was that 
the driver concentrate on driving. He 
can do this best if he maintains a calm 
state of mind. And it Is hard to re- 
naln calm and cool when horns are 
screeching on all sides. 


There can be no denial that the over- 


use of horns runs counter to the in- 
terests of safety. For one thing, it is 


far-from-soothing 
influence. 
It 


tends to confuse and hurry traffic. It 
reflects the impatience of the horn- 
tooter, and communicates that impa- 
tience to others. Startled by the sound 
of a horn at close quarters, a motorist 
will frequently pull over too suddenly, 
endangering his own car and others. 
Or if he reacts in the other of the two 
most common ways and gets angry, he 
will probably refuse to get over at all, 
and you have one of those private 
feuds which often lead to "culling- 
around," and frequently end in mis 
haps. 


I have seen a driver, rushed by an 


insistent horn behind him, pull out in* 
to heavy traffic without a proper wait, 
and damage his own car and another, 
while the horn-blower took advantage 
of the confusion and went his merry 
way. And almost everybody has seen 
a driver, startled by a blast from the 
rear, swerve so suddenly as to en- 
danger himself and others as well. 


Proper use of the horn would prob- 


ably be more genral, if evefry driver 
would remember that others oh the 
streets naturally judge him largely by 
he way he drives, and especially by 
ils horn technique, since thai comes 
'orcibly to their attention via the- eat. 
The use of a warning signal when 
about to pass is legal and proper; but 
there is no reason why It should be 
ah insistent, ear-splitting blast that 
days; "Out of my way! Here 1 come!" 
Neither is there justification for that

quite often one-half of the hitter. 


Take the case of the Detroit Tigers

up. Lady Luck got most of the credit

fied closed shop, five per cent pay 
increase for all employes who have 
not been advanced since last March 1, 
a $25.20 minimum for unskilled work- 
ers, a 48-hour week, time and a half 
pay for overtime work, and one-week 
vacations with pay.
